CORRESPONDENCE, 
THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND JEWS’ COLLEGE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—The Honorary Secretary of the Jews’ College gave vent to his zeal and indig . 
nation by filling nearlyan entire page of your last issue in prais.ng his Institution 
(I dare no longer say charity,) and in censuring me. Let me assute your readers 
that in both respects he wastes his energies, No one doubts the merits of the Jews’ 
College, it is admirably managed and is in all respects en Institution ‘which 
should be adequately supported by all English speaking Jews. I aman old friend 
of the college and have benefited it to a greater extent than the synagogue grant 
by establishing the Provincial Clergy Fand which provides a career for many of its 
‘tudents. The great drawback to its success was that students, when their education 
was completed, frequently lapsed into trade; I trust that the Provincial Clergy 
Fund will be instrumental in providing almost every etadent with a post and every 
small congregation witha minister. 

All the argaments advanced by Mr. Chapman are entirely applicable to my 
view of the case, that the College should stani upon its own merits and rely upon 
public support without taxing a less populir institution, Until the United Syna- 
gogue relaxes the yoke which oppresses the constituent synagogues it cannot obtain 
voluntary support so easily as can the Jews College. The llonorary Secretary 
gives a long list of thirty-three lastitutions benefited by the College, of which five 
or six are Constituents of the Uaited Synagogue. Why is no ec!aim advanced upoa 
the resources of the berkeley Street, Bevis Marks, Liverpool and Manchester Syha- 
gorues! ‘Taose congregations have been benefited toa far greater proportionate 
extent than has the United Synagogue. The fact is that there is no logical defence 
for the grant ; its continuance may be obtained by the plea of prescriptive right or 
of dependerce, but the College has not so much claim toa grant from the United 
Syjnagogue as the Free School. That echool—may I call it a charity ’—educates 
gentlemen for the ministry, it could put forward a list of greater length of syna- 
gogues and other institutions benefited by its pupils. It has the additional claim 
of having taken over work paid for in former days by the Great Synagogue, the 
School. 

The subvention to the Board of Guardians is paid fortwo reasons, The United 
Synagogue transferred its poor to the Board and naturally was bound to subscribe 
the funds previously partly devoted for the purpose. Voluntary offerings are 
obtained from the congregants for the support of the poor, certainly not for the 
support of an institution which is net a charity. At the Council meeting I did but 
repeat the opinions expressed by Lord Rothschild, yet no reference was made to 
his objections. I originally opposed the resolution granting the subvention (as a'so 
did Mr. Lionel Cohen, M.P.) and when it was carried I refused for a year or two any 
direct contribution to the College. 

It is very easy to obtain cheap popularity by making things pleasant all round, 
but with every desire for the prosperity of the College, I utterly condemn the prin- 
ciple that one institation should subsidize another. If the friends of the College 
would release the Synagogue from a burden it should never have assumed, and exhort 
its former pupils (ministers and others), who are located all over the world, to col- 
lect a few pounds yearly for the maintenance of the institution, the result would be 
far more satisfactory than clinging to a grant which should never have been soli- 
cited and certainly should neyer have been voted.

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that looking around him made 
him feel once more a *Shaare Tikva” boy.

During 
the short period the League had been in existence it had beenable to doa wonderful 
amount of work.

It would be unprecedented in 
the annals of Jewish history that a synagogue with such historical associations as 
the Bevis Marks Synagogue should be abolished for the purpose of making money, 
of which the Congregation already had plenty.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The Monthly Meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday 
last at the Bryanston Street Synagogue. There were present : Mr. J SEBAG MonrTE- 
FIORE, Vice-President. in the Chair; Dr. M. Clifford, Messrs. M. Castello, L. 
Davis, P. Falk, E. A. Franklin, Samuel Montagu, M.P., 8. Schloss, Henry 
Solomon. 

The Solicicor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) read a letter from the 
Secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, communicating revisions in 
the Constitution of the Board adopted at meetings of the Delegates. (Particu- 
lars of the revised Constitution have already appeared in this paper). 

The Solicitor and Secretary submitted Sir John. Lubbock’s Shop Hours Regu- 
lation Bill. 

Mr. Samver. Monracr, M.P., said that he had consulted Sir John Lubbock 
as to the practicability of inserting a clause in the Bill relating to children 
working on Sundays. Sir John Lubbock was willing that such should be done, but 
it was not found posssible to tack it on in any way to his Bill. The matter 
would not be lost sight of, and a clause might be inserted in any renewed 
Factory Act which would be submitted to Parliament. 7 

A correspondence which had taken place between the Council of the United 
Synagogue and the Board of Deputies regarding the action of the two bodies on 
the subject of industrial Schools, was read. In 1872 an arrangement was come 
to by the Board and the Visitation Committee for joint action relative to 
Industrial Schools. No practical result ensued from this joint action, which the 
Visitation Committee now held was only a temporary one for a special purpose, 
and not to. be maint for all times. The 3oard, on the other hand, alleged 
that under their constitution it was their business to approach the Government, 
and the Visitation Committee should contine its action to the work of Visitation, 
and leave questions affecting legislation to the Board. The Visitation Committee, 
in reply usse rted that for some ycars past they had approa hed public 
bodies without reference to the Board and to the advantage of the Jewish 
community, and they considered it would be taking a distinctly retrograde step 
if they in “any way abdicated this function. The matter would be placed before 
the Council of the United Synagogue at its next meeting. Pendiag the decision 
of thetCouncil no resolution was arrived at. 

The Solicitor and Secretary read an important letter which had been sent 
by the President. on behalf of the Board, to the Governors of the Mercers’ Com- 
pany, asking that certain concessions be allowed to Jewish boys attending the 
St. Paul's School. The lette jr pointed out in forcible language that the Jewish 
religion precludes Jewish lads from attenuing their studies on Sabbaths and Holi- 
days, and requires thefn to relinquish work at sunset on Fridays and on the eve 
before holidays. The University College and other institutions in the metropolis 
recognised the peculiar position of Jewish scholars, and permitte d them to leave at 
eunst preceding Sabbaths and festivals. It was also pointed ont that similar 
exempti ns were granted by the Government to inmates of prisons, «ec. ; and the 
(roverning Body of the Mercers Company were asked that the re quired hoon he 
extended to the pupils attending the St. Paul’s School. 

No reply has yet been received to that communication. 

‘A letter was read from a Mr. Guttman of Woranow!za, Podolia, complaining 
of the persecution of the Jews in the towns and villages of Podolia. The sub- 
ject was referred to the Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies and the 
Anglo-Jew ish Associ ition. 

The Solicitor and Secret ry stats d that he had rec ived A despatch from the 
Foreign Office with reference to the persecution of the Jews in Demnat. The 
despatch embodied a connnunication whi h had passe i between Sir John Drum- 
inond and Cid Enfadl! irnif, the Vizi r or the Moorish Sultan. and stated 
that compensation would be meted out tothe sufferers, The despatch was referred 
to the Conjoint Foreign Comittee. 

The me ting terminated w ith a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


THE JEWS RUSSIA. 
OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


BT. PETERSBURG, loth JANUARY, 1886, 
Count Pahlen has at last returned from his foreign tour, and the Commission 
on the Jewish Question, which is under his presidency, has resumed its sittings. 
The Wiedomest: reports that the Commission has,among other points, given its 
attention to the two following subjects: the right of residence of Jews 
beyond the area of settlement, and the-right of Jews to purchase landed praperty, 
In order to enable it to come to a decision on the first point, the Commission applied 
to various Government officials in St. Petersburg, the majority of whom have 
declared for an extension of the right of domicile of Jews, as the only means of 
protection against the constant circumvention by the Jews of the existing regula- 
tions, As might have been expected, this opinion on the part of competent authorities 
has highly displeased the anti-Semites, whose principal organ, the Voroje Wremja, was 
for the moment so beside itself with rage that its breath was taken away, and it 
was unable to say a single word on the subject. It found, however, a worthy sub- 
stitute in the Avcrlanin, which had less respect for itself and its readers. and 
therefore indulged in language as trashy as it was impolite. As a matter of fact, 
the restrictions in the rights of residence of the Jews—apart from their being bar- 
barous and a disgrace to the present age, apart also from their being highly damag- 
ing to the economical interests of the Government and the Russian people, which 
was repeatedly acknowledged by the late Minister of Finance, M. de Reutern, and 
by some Governors-General of Departments—cannot be maintained any longer. On 
the one hand, they give too much work to Government officials, and contribute to 
a considerable extent towards demoralising the police ; on the other hand, they lead 
to discord, and lo injury to those Jews whose right of domicile is recognised by the 
State, This not rarely gives rise to cruel acts of injustice and to indescribable 
misery. I will give two examples which occurred only within the last few weeks. 
It is doubtless known to your readera that among those who enjoy the privilege 
oi domicile in the capital are Jewish artisans, whilst employed at their trade, 
who are allowed to sell the produce of their labour. From fear ‘lest this class 
should engage in other occupations, and carry on a trade in articles of foreign 
manufactur», the authorities have devised a series of measures, the invention of 
which is as little honourable to their authors as was the discovery during the Middle 
Ages of so muny iustruments for torturing the Jews. Among these measures is an 


elaborate system of espionage, for which the Jews themselves have to pay, with the 


view of ascertaining whether individuals are actually engaged at their occupations, 


— 


and whether, in addition, they have on sale foreign products. On several grounds 


it is not easy to get at these facts: the Jews are therefore subjected to the utmost 
annoyance, and all with the desire of making life unbearable for them in Russia, 
The police spies, on their own account, increase the hardships which Jewish work. 
people have to endure, they being as a rule a drunken and avaricious class of men, 
I will now give one of the instances to which I have already referred, 

For some years past I have employed a Jewish tailor, who learnt this occupation 
whilst serving in thearmy. He has lived in St. Petersburg for a long time with 
his wife and four children, and has literally earned his bread by the sweat of his 
brow, until lately, when, in an evil moment for himself, he was caught by the 
spies in an idle condition. The poor fellow had in fact no employment whatever 
forthe moment. This would not have been so bad had he been able to bribe the 
spies, but as he was extremely poor—a fact which his wretched dwelling, a single 
room in an attic, but too plainly showed—this was an utter impossibility. His 
prayers for mercy were wholly unavailing ; the police drew up a report, and a short 
time after their departure the unfortunate man received a summons from the police 
to quit the city within three days, Failing compliance with this order he was in- 
formed that he would be transported on foot to his birthplace, I need not describe 
the scenes of anguish which ensued, especially at the sale of their little property: 
which had to be disposed of at ridiculously low prices in order that they might 
obtain sufficient money for their travelling expenses. But as the produce of the 
sale was insufficient for this purpose, a collection had to be made on behalf of thé 
family. Collections of this nature, and for a similar object, have now become an 
almost every day occurreace. 

The other instance of cruelty has been the subject of considerable disoussion: 
and bas even caused journals hostile to the Jews to lay aside their anti-Semitism for 
the moment. 

Lately, a certain Gusikow, one of the best and most respected member, 
of the Jewish colony at Samara, was put on his trial for having on his 
premises and for selling gold and silver watches of foreign manufacture, Although 
Gusikow was in possession of the necessary trade licences, atill, on the gronnd of a 
Ministerial circular and of a decision of the Communal Cassation Department of 
the Senate, which forbids Jews to trade in foreign goods, he was condemned to leave 
Samara, where for 18 years he has enjoyed the esteem of Jews and Christians alike, 
His property was ordered to beconfiscated. A similar occurrence with the same result 
has lately disturbed the peace of mind of the Jewish community in Moscow, the victim 
being the celebrated Jewish confectioner, Chasanow. Such acts of mediwval bar- 
barity cannot be perpetrated much longer, if Russia wishes to enter in the path of 
progress, and pose as a civilised country. Our hope rests in the Pahlen Commission, 
who we trust will, despite the protests of anti-Semites, put an end to such shameful 
procecdings as those to which I have called attention in the present letter. 


A Jewish girl twelve years old, residing with her parents io the village of 
Peterpolowska, has been abducted from her home. A search which was imme- 
diately set on foot proved unavailing for some time, unti! it was discovered that 
she had been inveigled into a Convent and baptised. 

The Jews at Mitau (io the Baltic provinces) have achieved a signal success 
at the Municipal elections. In the teeth of a fierce opposition they succeeded in 
returning sixteen of their number as members of the Town Council. 

There are said to be no less than 20,000 foreign Jews residing at Odessa. Of 
these 12,000 are Turkish, and 6,000 Austrian subjects. 

The Governor of St. Petersburg, has proposed to Count Pahlen’s Commis- 
sion on the Jewish Question the revival of alaw by which Jews were forbidden 
to farm restaurants at railway stations and military canteens. 

' By order of General Drenteln, Governor-General of Kiew, Jews have been 
removed from the Board of Direction of the Land Bank at Kiew and from the 
Taxation Commission, 

General Gourko, Governor-General of Poland, has appointed two Jews to be 
inembers of the Commission appointed by him for the investigation of the 
Jowish (Question in that country. This appointment has given great satisfaction 
in Jewish circles. 

The Jewish Meat and Light Tax at Wilna, the preceeds of which are 
devoted to the furtherance of Hebrew and religious instruction, yielded last year 
109,419 roubles. 

According to the Nowvsti, a.monster petition has been presented to the Dict 
of Finland praying for the complete equality of the Jews with the Christian 
inhabitants of the Duchy. The entire Finnish press warmly supports the peti- 
tion, and significantly refers to a recent statement of the Governor, who declared 
in the Diet that the relations between Christians and Jews are most satisfactory, 
and that transgressions by Jews against the law are extremely rare. 

It is reported in St. Petersburg that Count Ignatieff’s notorious “ temporary 
ineasures ” against the Jews, together with more recent restrictions, are to be 
recalled. A Russian magmate, one of the greatest landed proprietors in the 
Empire, who enjoys high favour at Court, has, it is said, submitted a Memoran- 
‘dum to the Emperor, in which he emphatically proves the disastrous financial 
results which the anti-Jewish campaign has brought upon the country.

whom his own influence had contributed to lead to a just view of the Jewish 
Emancipation question 

“This is by far the most sustainel] debate which has occurred since the forma- 
tion of our party, and, singular enongh, the three speakers who did it all are the 
three members of the party who voted for the Jews! I don't know what they will 
do without us 

One other amusing reference to the Emancipation question may be quoted. 
It appears that Lord. John Manners had dined with Baron Lionel de Rothschild 
ind then voted ivalnst the admission of the Jews to Parliament. He was dis- 
tracted between. the claims of fri ndship and of what he then Suppose dto be 
religious or political principle. 

“ John Manners isa little awkward about the Rothachilds, as he had dined with 
them on the preceding Wednesday, and their salt sticks in his throat ; but I con- 
«led him by the suggestion that Lionel's majority would induce him to take a 
Christian view of Johnny s conduct, 

There are many references to the distinguished family with whom. Lord 
leqconsticld maintained so warin a friendship. One of the prettiest pictures in 
the book is a description of a lady whom we take, from the distinction and beauty 
of the portrait, to be the tat Baroness Lionel. He sees her, surrounded by her 
family, at a private concert :— 

‘But the most picturesque group was the Rothschilds, the widow still in 
mourning, two sons, .-ome Sisters, and above all the young bride. or rather wife, 
from Frankfort, universally admired, tall, graceful, dark and clear, picturesque ly 


dressed. a robe and yellow silk, a hat and feathers, with a sort of Sévigné beneath 


f magnificent pearls ; quite a Murillo,”’ 

Still more interesting is the confession that Sidonia, that fascinating person- 
ive in his novels, was rightly identified with Baron Lionel. On M ty, IN44, he 
writes : “Lord Ponsonby is so enchanted with ‘ Sidonia,’ that we are all to dine 
together at the Lionels ef petit comité on Sunday.”

It seemsto me impossi- 
ble for the Rothschilds even tostand the storm, They must lose everything every- 
where except here. Austria has tumbled to pieces, Naples has lost Sicily, and 
lrance must be bankrupt, and these are their three principal debtors.

Montefiore :— 

* | was at Madame Montefiore, née de Rothschild, as she says at Court, a most 
magnificent concert, Two royal princes (Sussex and Cambridge) and the Duke of 
Wellington, gartered and fieeced, Grisiand Persiani sang a duet, and the supper 
very splendid.” 

On another occasion :-~ 


* Last week we dined «» famil/e with Mrs. Montefiore to meet Antony Roth- 
echifd is to marry one of the Montefiores, Charlotte. There were Rothschilds 
Montefiores, Alberts, and Disraelis—not a Christian name, but Mary Anne (Mrs. 
Disraeli) bears it like a philosopher.’ 

The “Charlotte” in this passage refers to the lady who was afterwards 
known a8 Louisa Lady Rothschild. So in a passage above where we have 


printed “en petit comité,” the letters have “en petite comité” which confirms the 
current scandal that Lord Beaconsfield’s French was not quite that expected from 
members of the Cougress of Berlin. From Paris, in 1842, he writes :— 

Of English here are the Adrian Hopes, Henry Hope, Smythe, Cochrane, Lord 
Pembroke, Antony de Rothscbild, Mrs. Montefiore. Antony succeeds the Duke of 
Orleans in his patronage of the turf, and gives costly cups, which his horses always 
win 

Again in 1843, on another visit to Paris :- 

Sut above all spectacles was the ball at Baron Solomon de Kothschild’s; an 
hotel in decoration surpassing the palaces in Munich ; a great retinue of servants, 
in liveries more gorgeous than the Tuileries, and pineapples plentiful as black. 
berries.” 

Other Barmecide feasts may be spread 

A delightful féte at Gunnersbury, Madame de Rothschild mére. A beautiful 
park and villa worthy of an Italian prince, The bright morning unfortunately 
ended in a dingy afternoon, which threw us much on the resources of indoor nature, 
notwithstanding the military bands and beautifal grounds, temples and illumi- 
nated walks. However, we had a charming concert,a banquet, and at the enda 
hall, All the world present—Ernest I., the Cambridges, the Duchess of Gloucester, 
ke, ‘I got well waited on by our old friend Amy, who brought some capital tartle, 
which otherwise I should have missed. 
The next entertainment even Disraeli enjoyed by deputy, as we who read 
his book must all be content to do with these banquets of so many years ago, 
“ Mary Anne ” (Mrs, Disraelj) was his authority for the scene he chronicles, not 
very sympathe tically,and the hero must be the late Mr. Nathaniel Montetiore :— 
“M.A. dined yesterday, but I did not, at a banquet at the Antony Rothschild’s, 
given in honour of the impending fate of a brother-in-law, Montefiore, and a 
daughter of Baron de Goldamid. The Hebrew aristocracy assembled in full force 
and numbers, mitigated by the Dowager of Morley, Charles Villiers, Abel Smiths, 
and Thackeray! I think he will sketch them in the Jast number of Pendennis. ” 
Other persons of Jewish extraction whom Disracli mentions are Bernal 
Osborne. first his foe and then his friend, the Brahams, to whom he is introduced 
at the Opera, and the second Lady Lyndhurst. . 
“ Bernal Osborae made a Privche, which I was delighted at, as he malignantly 
attacked me, and his manner was most flippant and audacious,/ After the first 
minute he commenced, ‘ Gentlemen’,’—as if ona hustings—cries of order. *‘ Well, 
I suppose you are gentlemen '—cries of disgust. After this he made ‘ive times the 
same blunder, in fact lost his head.” 

At Salisbury llouse Disraeli was introduced to the second L, dy Lyndhurst, 
whose husband was among his oldest and warmest supporters 

“ Lady Lyndhurst made a favourable impression. . . . . . Without being 
absolutely pretty, her appearance is highly interesting. She was sitting on the 
large ottoman in the centre of the now saloon, and therefore I can scarcely judge 
of her figure. She is very little, but her appearance is elegant and délicate. She

Indomitable faith in his star, capacity for work, 
power to take pleasure, the art of deserving and inspiring love and contidence, 
combined to form in lima rarely potent and influential personage whom we 
und: ret ind better and net il adinire no lexs after reading the unstudied outpour- 
ings of his mind to his most trnet d relations. Occasional flippancies of tone 
will be pardoned for the sake of the brightness of his narrative in general, and 
the light it throws on his character and lHs contemporaries, We are all the 
richer by these naive uildittons to our kn wledge of his time.
